1. Claims 4-6, 22, 25, 26 and 29 have been examined. Application 09/589,551 has 
a filing date 06/07/2000.

2. Claims 4-6, 22, 25, 26 and 29 are allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of reason for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior arts Mason (US 6,401,075), Moore et al (U.S. 6,330,575) and Ross (US 
6,629,135) do not teach determining whether a reciprocal site for the display of at least 
one marketing element of a third party website exists in the first website being designed 
and creating the reciprocal site for the display of the at least one marketing element of 
the third party website when the reciprocal site does not yet exist in the first website 
being designed.
